The Coffee County Board of 
Education, held its’ regular

She asked board members to 
approve the low bid as well as 
allowing her to send a letter of 
intent to proceed to the con- 
struction company. She said the 
letter will allow the company to 
go ahead and get started on the 
shop drawings while waiting on 
final approval from the state. 

“Lrealize it’s going to be a siz- 
able expenditure, but | think it 
will be worthwhile,” board 
chairman Charles Walker said, 

Board members voted unani- 
mously to approve the superin- 
tendent’s request. 

Ingram said shé hopes the 
company can get the work done 
prior to the opening of school 
(Aug. Ist) if weather permits.

As April 15th looms closer 
and the burden of paying taxes 
weighs on Americans, the idea 
of tax reform is foremost in my 
mind, President Bush has 
acknowledged that fundamental 


tax reform is one of his top pri- , 


orities for the 109th Congress. 
He created a new AdVisory 
Panel on Federal Tax Reform, 
whose charge is to advise the 


OSecretary of the Treasury on 


options to reform the tax code to 
make it simpler, fairer, and more 
pro-growth. I believe that with 
the President’s support and our 
expanded Republican majority, 
Congress may finally have the 
opportunity to enact real, signif- 
icant reform of the federal tax 
code. I still believe the opportu- 
nity to reform the tax code is 
possible. 

Readers of my column might 
know that I have, for more than 
two decades, called for funda- 
mental tax reform. I first intro- 
duced flat tax legislation as a 
member of the U.S. House. of 
Representatives, and I have con- 
tinued'to advocate for the prin- 
ciples of fairness, equality, and 
simplicity that are the underpin- 
nings of that legislation. 

Today our tax code and its 
regulations total more than 
60,000 pages which are com- 
plex, confusing and costly to 
comply. with. A glaring example 
of this complexity is a finding 
by the IRS Inspector General 
that. 19. out of 23 income tax 
forms completed and filed by 
employees at an IRS assistance 
center were erroneous, If the

The answer is — we can not, 

To expect more of taxpayers 
than can be delivered by the IRS 
is absurd, and maintaining the 
current system only contributes 
to the absurdity. 

The flat tax legislation that 1 
have advocated, and plan to 
introduce again in the 109th 
Congress, would repeal the cur- 
rent Internal Revenue Code and 
replace it with a single, flat rate 
tax that would apply to all tax- 
payers. This means that all earn- 
ings would be taxed at an equal 
rate — as low as seventeen per- 
cent once fully enacted. Under a 
flat tax, there will be no more 
unfair special interest deduc- 
tions, unclear provisions, or 
painstaking forms to complete. 

In place of itemized deduc- 
tions that often favor spécial 
interests, my. flat tax proposal 
would give each taxpayer a gen- 
erous. standard deduction of 


$12,790, or $25,580 in the case 
of joint filers. Taxpayers would 
receive an additional $5,510 
standard deduction for each 
dependant child. Therefore, a 
family of four would need ‘to 
earn over $36,600 before they 
ever paid a single penny. of 
taxes. 

A flat tax also dramatically 
simplifies complicated IRS 
forms and instruction manuals 
by requiring taxpayers to file a 
simple postcard size return. 

The need for an expensive 
accountant or attorney simply to 
comply with the law would be 
unnécessary because the flat tax 
levels the playing field and 
affords all Américans the same 
advantages and deductions 
regardless of their income level. 


The time for significant 
reform of our tax code is now. 
While it is unclear what reform 
will ultimately be considered, I 
believe that a flat tax should be 
part of the debate. Only by treat- 
ing every taxpayer equally can 
our tax code ever achieve true 
fairness.

The sign-up fee for Phase II 
also ended on Monday, April 11. 
Lott said Phase’ Il, \ which

added 411 new customers to the 
water authority. 

Phase I, which inclided por- 
tions of the county south of U.S, 
Highway 84, brought 944 public 
water customers to the county 
water authority.

Two Elba residents among nominees for 2005 Legislative Medal of Honor 


Ozark Police Officer Chris 
Ford was presented the 2005 
Medal of Honor last week dur- 
ing a Joint Session of the 
Alabama Legislature. 

Officer Ford was selected 
from 12 nominees by the Joint 
Legislative Committee to award 
the Legislative Medal of Honor 
for ‘Law Enforcement Officers. 
Two Biba residents were among 
the 12 nominees for this honor. 

Alabama, State: . Trooper 
Johnny Senn. “and Elba 
Firefighter Wesley . DeVane 
were nominated for the Medal 
of Honor because of the heroic 
actions they demonstrated dur- 
ing the evening of Friday, Nov. 
12,2004; 

The two. Elba residents were 
traveling together, with their 
Wives..when they found the 
results of a horrific accident on 
Alabama Highway, 87 just 
inside the Pike. County line. 
They immediately took action 
risking \their own safety to help 
another person, 

Justin Andrew Wilks of Opp, 
Ala., was trapped inside his 
vehicle following a head-on col+ 
lision, and the vehicle had 
caught. fire, Senn and DeVane 
worked quickly to remove 
Wilks from the cab of his truck 
before the flames reached the 
inside. Moments after DeVane 
and Senn pulled Wilks from the 
buming vehicle, an explosion 
occurred. 

As for Officer Ford, he 
received the Medal of Honor for 
his actions during an incident 
that occurred on April 23, 2004 
while trying to apprehend 
attempted murder suspect Eric 
Boykin. 

According to police reports, 
Boykin was wanted for a shoot- 
ing ‘that took place at the 
Beeline BP gas station-conven- 
ience store at the intersection of 


in Ozark. 

After being spotted by police, 
Boykin led officers - including 
Ford - on a high speed chase 
that lasted for more than an hour 
and only ended after Alabama 
State — Troopers . disabled 
Boykin’s vehicle with. spike 
strips, - 

At that point, Boykin jumped 
out of his’ vehicle and opened 
fire, striking Officer Ford four 
times. Though Ford was wound- 
ed, he and the other officers.on 
the scene returned fire killing 
Boykin. 

Officer Ford was hit in the left 
shoulder, left forearm, lower 
abdomen and chest. Had it not 
been for the armored vest he 
was wearing, the bullet aimed at 


Officer Ford’s chest would have 


been fatal. Even so, the force of 
the bullet left him with a broken 
rib.

was able to pay off in 2002, 
Today, he raises about 1,200 
acres of cotton, corn and soy- 
beans during the summer 
months and then uses the row 
cropland for winter: grazing 
when the weather turns cold, 
James also has installed ter- 
races, drainage tiles and other 
conservation measures to pre- 
vent erosion and ensure he gets 


the maximum return from’ his 
investment. 

That same business savvy led 
James to adopt an unique mar- 
keting strategy for the calves 
produced each year by his 500- 
cow, mostly Limousin, beef cat- 
tle herd.
